With winter well on its way, trends change to meet the new seasons demands, in colour, design, 
style and of course material. This colder season sees specialty yarns top of the list made from 
mohair, merino sheep, yak and even corn! Whilst chunky yarns that knit up fast and are nice and 
warm are in the fore, along with arm knitting, small loom knitting and one-skein projects. 




Trends for the man in your life 

Fluffy knitted jumpers for the blokes - 
Givenchy shows them off with slouchy 
trousers, whilst Paul Smith is rocking 
and rolling teaming jumpers up with 
leather trousers. Louis Vuitton is into 
stripes this season - so a good mix 
to take your fancy! Shapes for men 
include round-neck knits, pie-crust 
necklines, fair-isle knitted waistcoats 
and tank tops, zipped cardigans and 
believe it or not - twinsets! 

Colours to work with 

Colours this season are varied and 
include:- 

• Pinks 

• Whites 

• Blues - imperial blue to royal blue

Round 5: 3ch, 1 tr in each of next 6tr, 



* 2tr in next tr, 1 tr in each of next 7tr, 
rep from * to last tr, 2tr in last tr, si st 
in 3rd ch at beg. 54tr. 

Cont inc in this manner (working 1 
extra tr between inc in each round) 
until there are 84 (96, 108) tr.

Rep last 2 rows 1 (2, 3) times, then

Beg Peak 

Returning to sts of final round of Cap, 
miss next 2tr, join M with a si st in 
next tr. 

Row 1: (Idc, Ich) in same st as si 
st, 1 tr in each of next 33 (39, 45) tr, 
turn. 

Row 2: (Idc, Ich) in first tr, Dec, 1 tr 
in each st to last 3 sts, Dec, 1 tr in 
turning ch. 32 (38, 44) sts. 

Rep 2nd row once. 30 (36, 42) sts.

Returning to sts of final round of Cap, 
miss next 2tr, join M with a si st in 
next tr. 

Row 1 : (Idc, Ich) in same st as si st, 

1 tr in each of next 12 (14, 1 6) tr, turn. 
Row 2: (Idc, Ich) in first tr, Dec, 1 tr 
in each st to last 3 sts, Dec, 1 tr in 
turning ch. 11 (1 3, 1 5) sts. 

Row 3: (Idc, Ich) in first tr, 1 tr in 
each st to end. 

Rep last 2 rows 1 (2, 3) times, then 
2nd row once. 7 sts. 

Fasten off. 

STRAP (MAKE 2) 

Using 3.00mm hook and M, make a 
length of ch 20cm long. 

Row 1: Miss 3ch, 1 tr in each ch to 
end. 

Fasten off. 

MAKING UP 

Do not press. With right side facing, 
using 3.00mm hook and M, work 1 
round dc evenly around lower edge 
of cap and earflaps, inc and dec as 
necessary to keep work flat and working 
8 extra dc across Peak, si st in first dc. 
Fasten off. Attach a strap to centre of 
each ear flap and tie under chin.

SWEATER WITH CONTRAST EDGING 

BACK 

Using 3.75 mm needles and C, cast 
on 59 (65, 71, 77, 83) sts. 

Row 1 : WS - Knit. 

Break off C and join in M. 

Using M only, continue as follows:- 
Work in garter st for 4 rows, finishing 
on a WS row. 

Change to 4.00mm Needles. 

Starting with a Knit row, now work in 
stocking st throughout as follows:- 
**Continue straight until Back 
measures 11 (14, 17, 20, 24) cm, 
finishing on a WS row. 

Shape Armholes 

Cast off 3 sts at beg of next 2 rows. 
53 (59, 65, 71, 77) sts 
Dec 1 st at each end of next 4 rows, 
finishing on a WS row. 

Break yarn and leave remaining 45 
(51 , 57, 63, 69) sts on a st holder 
(for Yoke). 

FRONT 

Work as given for Back to start of 
armhole shaping, finishing on a 
WS row. 
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Shape Armholes and Front Neck 
Next Row: RS Cast off 3 sts, K until 
there are 1 1 sts on right needle and 
turn, leaving remaining 45 (51, 57, 

63, 69) sts on a st holder. 

Work on this set of 1 1 sts only for 
first side of neck. 

Dec 1 st at beg of next row, then at 
each end of following 4 rows, finishing 
on a WS row. 

Next Row: RS - K2tog and fasten off. 
Return to sts left on st holder, slip 
centre 31 (37, 43, 49, 55) sts onto 
another st holder (for Yoke), re-join 
yarn with right side facing, K to end. 

1 4 sts 

Cast off 3 sts at beg and dec 1 st at 
end of next row. 1 0 sts 
Dec 1 st at each end of next 4 rows, 
finishing on a wrong side row. 

Next Row: RS - K2tog and fasten off. 
SLEEVES (BOTH ALIKE) 

Using 3.25 mm needles and C, cast 
on 30 (32, 34, 36, 38) sts. 

Row 1 : WS Knit. 

Break off C and join in M. 

Using M only, continue as follows:- 
Work in garter st for 4 rows, finishing 
on a WS row. 

Change to 4.00mm needles. 

Starting with a Knit row, now work in 
stocking st throughout as follows:- 
Inc 1 st at each end of next (next, 
next, next, 3rd) and 10 (7, 4, 0, 1 3) 
following alt (alt, alt, alt, 4th) rows, 
then on 1 (5, 9, 14, 2) following 4th 
(4th, 4th, 4th, 6th) rows.

Work 1 row. 

Next Row: (K1 1 , K2tog) 6 times, K1 . 
73 sts 

Next Row: PI , (P2tog, P10) 6 times. 
67 sts 

Next Row: (K9, K2tog) 6 times, K1 . 
61 sts 

Next Row: PI , (P2tog, P8) 6 times. 
55 sts 

Next Row: (K7, K2tog) 6 times, K1 . 
49 sts 

Next Row: PI , (P2tog, P6) 6 times. 
43 sts 

Next Row: (K5, K2tog) 6 times, K1 . 
37 sts

10 (11, 
12, 13, 14) sts 

Work 1 row, finishing on a WS row. 
Break yarn and leave remaining 10 
(11, 12, 13, 14) sts on another st 
holder (for Neckband). 

FRONT 

Work as follows remembering to work 
stripes as given for Back of sweater. 



Using 3.25mm needles cast on 57 
(63, 69, 75, 81) sts. 

Noting that first row is a WS row, work 
in garter st for 7 rows, finishing on a 
WS row. 

Change to 4.00mm needles. 

Starting with a Knit row, now work in 
st st throughout as follows:- 
Continue straight until Front measures 
11 (1 4, 1 7, 20, 24) cm, finishing on 
a WS row. 

Shape Raglan Armholes 

Cast off 3 sts at beg of next 2 rows. 
51 (57, 63, 69, 75) sts 
Dec 1 st at each end of next 1 (1 , 
1,3,3) rows, then on 1 (0, 0, 0, 0) 
following 4th row, then on following 
8 (10, 12, 1 1, 13) alt rows. 31 (35, 
37, 41, 43) sts 

Work 1 row, finishing on a WS row. 

Shape Front Neck 

Next Row: RS - K2tog, K7 (9, 9, 1 1 , 

1 1) and turn, leaving remaining 22 
(24, 26, 28, 30) sts on a st holder. 
Work on this set of 8 (10, 10, 12, 

1 2) sts only for first side of neck. 

Dec 1 st at neck edge of next 4 
rows, then on following 0 (1 , 1 , 2, 

2) alt rows and at same time dec 1 
st at raglan armhole edge of 2nd and 
following 1 (2, 2, 3, 3) alt rows. 2 sts 
Work 1 row, finishing on a WS row. 
Next Row: RS - K2tog and fasten off. 
Return to sts left on st holder, slip 
centre 1 3 (1 3, 1 5, 1 5, 1 7) sts onto 
another st holder (for Neckband), 
re-join yarn with RS facing, K to last 2 
sts, K2tog. 8 (10, 10, 12, 12) sts 
Dec 1 st at neck edge of next 4 
rows, then on following 0 (1 , 1 , 2, 

2) alt rows and at same time dec 1 
st at raglan armhole edge of 2nd and 
following 1 (2, 2, 3, 3) alt rows. 2 sts 
Work 1 row, finishing on a WS row. 
Next Row: RS - K2tog and fasten off. 

SLEEVES (BOTH ALIKE) 

Using 3.25mm needles and A, cast on 
30 (32, 34, 36, 38) sts. 

Noting that first row is a WS row, work 
in garter st for 1 row, finishing on a 
WS row. 

Break off A and join in M. 

Work in garter st for a further 6 rows, 



finishing on a WS row. 

Change to 4.00mm needles. 

Starting with a Knit row and joining in 
and breaking off colours as required, 
now work in stocking st throughout as 
follows:- 

Using M, work 3 rows, inc 1 st at each 
end of first (first, first, first, 3rd) of 
these rows and following 1 (1,1,0, 

0) alt row 34 (36, 38, 38, 40) sts 
Using A, work 1 row. 

Using M, work 3 rows, inc 1 st at each 
end of first (first, first, first, 3rd) of 
these rows and following 1 (1,1,0, 

0) alt row. 38 (40, 42, 40, 42) sts. 
Using B, work 3 rows, inc 1 (1,1, 

1 , 0) st at each end of 2nd of these 
rows. 40 (42, 44, 42, 42) sts. 

Using M, work 2 rows, inc 1 (1,0, 

0, 1) st at each end of first of these 
rows. 42 (44, 44, 42, 44) sts. 

Using B, work 1 row, inc 1 (1,1,1, 

0) st at each end of this row. 44 (46, 
46, 44, 44) sts. 

Using M, work 2 rows, inc 1 (1,0, 

0, 1) st at each end of 2nd of these 
rows. 46 (48, 46, 44, 46) sts. 

Using A, work 2 rows, inc 1 (0, 1 , 

I , 0) st at each end of 2nd of these 
rows. 48 (48, 48, 46, 46) sts. 

These 1 7 rows complete striped 
border. 

Starting with a Purl row, continue in 
stocking st using M only as follows:- 
Inc 1 st at each end of 2nd (2nd, 4th, 
4th, 2nd) and 1 (0, 0, 0, 9) following 
alt (alt, alt, alt, 4th) rows, then on 1 
(4, 6, 9, 2) following 4th (4th, 4th, 
4th, 6th) rows. 54 (58, 62, 66, 70) 
sts. 

Continue straight until sleeve measures 
12 (1 5, 19, 23, 27) cm, finishing on 
a WS row. 

Shape Raglan 

Cast off 3 sts at beg of next 2 rows. 
48 (52, 56, 60, 64) sts. 

Dec 1 st at each end of next 9(11, 

II, 13, 13) rows, then on every 
following alt row until 1 2 sts remain. 
Work 1 row, finishing on a WS row. 

Left Sleeve Only 

Dec 1 st at each end of next row, then 
cast off 2 sts at beg of following row. 

8 sts. 
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Dec 1 st at each end of next row, then 

^ Raglan Sweater continued . 



at beg of following row. 5 sts. 

Right Sleeve Only 

Cast off 2 sts at beg and dec 1 st at 
end of next row, then dec 1 st at end 
of following row 8 sts.

Rept last 2 rows once more. 

Next Row: RS - K2tog and fasten off. 

MAKING UP 

Join all raglan seams by top-sewing. 

NECKBAND 

With RS facing, using 3.25mm needles 
and M, starting and ending at back 
opening edges, K across 10 (11, 12, 
13, 14) sts on left back neck holder, 
pick up and knit 6 sts from top of left 
sleeve, and 5 (7, 7, 9, 9) sts down 
left side of front neck, K across 1 3 
(1 3, 1 5, 1 5, 1 7) sts on front holder, 
pick up and knit 5 (7, 7, 9, 9) sts up 
right side of front neck, and 6 sts from 
top of right sleeve, then K across 10 
(11, 12, 13, 14) sts on right back 
neck holder. 55 (61, 65, 71, 75) sts 
Work in garter st for 5 rows, finishing 
on a WS row. 

Break off M and join in A. 

Work in garter st for 1 row more, 
finishing on a RS row. 

Cast off knit wise (on wrong side). 

Join side and sleeve seams by top- 
sewing.

39 (41, 43, 
45, 47) sts. 

Next Row: WS - PI 9 (20, 21 , 22, 
23), inc in next st, PI 9 (20, 21 , 22, 
23). 40 (42, 44, 46, 48) sts. 

Divide for Back Opening 
Next Row: RS - K2tog, K18 (19, 20, 
21, 22) and turn, leaving remaining 
20 (21, 22, 23, 24) sts on a st 
holder. 

Work on this set of 1 9 (20, 21 , 22, 
23) sts only for first side of back 
opening. 

Next Row: K2, P to end. 

Next Row: K2tog, K to end. 

Last 2 rows set the sts - back opening 
edge 2 sts in g st with all other sts 
still in stocking st. 

Keeping sts correct as now set, 
continue as follows:- 
Dec 1 st at raglan armhole edge of 
2nd and following 7 alt rows. 10 (11, 
12, 13, 14) sts 

Work 1 row, finishing on a WS row. 
Break yarn and leave remaining 10 
(11, 12, 13, 14) sts on another st 
holder (for Neckband). 

Return to sts left on first st holder, re-join

Break yarn and leave remaining 10 
(11, 12, 13, 14) sts on another st 
holder (for Neckband). 

FRONT 

Work as follows remembering to work 
section below armhole using M (in 
reverse st st) and raglan armhole 
section in B (in st st) as given for Back 
of sweater. 

Using 3.25mm needles cast on 57 
(63, 69, 75, 81) sts. 

Noting that first row is a wrong side 
row, work in garter st for 7 rows, 
finishing on a WS row. 

Change to 4.00mm needles. 

Starting with a Purl row, now work in 
rev st st throughout as follows:- 
***Continue straight until Front 
measures 11 (14, 17, 20, 24) cm, 
finishing on a WS row. 

Break off M, Join in B. 

Starting with a K row now work in 
stocking st throughout. 

Shape Raglan Armholes 

Cast off 3 sts at beg of next 2 rows. 

51 (57, 63, 69, 75) sts 
Dec 1 st at each end of next 1 (1 ,

8 (10, 12, 1 1, 13) alt rows. 31 (35,

Work 1 row, finishing on a WS row. 

Shape Front Neck 

Next Row: RS - K2tog, K7 (9, 9,11, 

1 1) and turn, leaving remaining 22 
(24, 26, 28, 30) sts on a st holder. 
Work on this set of 8 (1 0, 1 0, 1 2, 

1 2) sts only for first side of neck. 

Dec 1 st at neck edge of next 4 rows, 
then on following 0 (1, 1, 2, 2) alt 
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rows and at same time dec 1 st at 
raglan armhole edge of 2nd and 
following 1 (2, 2, 3, 3) alt rows. 2 sts. 
Work 1 row, finishing on a WS row 
Next Row: RS - K2tog and fasten off. 
Return to sts left on st holder, slip 
centre 13 (13, 15, 15, 17) sts onto 
another st holder (for Neckband), 
re-join yarn with RS facing, K to last 2 
sts, K2tog. 8 (10, 10, 12, 12) sts. 

Dec 1 st at neck edge of next 4 
rows, then on following 0 (1 , 1 , 2, 

2) alt rows and at same time dec 1 
st at raglan armhole edge of 2nd and 
following 1 (2, 2, 3, 3) alt rows. 2 sts. 
Work 1 row, finishing on a wrong 
side row. 

Next Row: RS - K2tog and fasten off. 

SLEEVES (BOTH ALIKE) 

Using 3.25 mm needles and B, cast 
on 30 (32, 34, 36, 38) sts. 

Noting that first row is a WS row, work 
in garter st for 7 rows, finishing on a 
WS row. 



Change to 4.00mm needles. 

Join in C. 

Starting with a K row, now work in 

stocking st throughout as follows:- 

Using C, work 4 rows, inc 1 st at each 

end of next (next, next, next, 3rd) and 

following 1 (1 , 1 , 0, 0) alt row. 34 

(36, 38, 38, 40) sts 

Using B, work 4 rows, inc 1 st at each 

end of next (next, next, next, 3rd) and 

following 1 (1 , 1 , 0, 0) alt row. 38 

(40, 42, 40, 42) sts 

Last 8 rows form striped st st. 

Continue in striped st st as now set 
and inc 1 st at each end of next (next, 
next, next, 3rd) and following 6 (3, 0, 
0, 0) alt rows, then on 1 (5, 9, 1 2, 

1 1 ) following 4th rows, then on 0 (0, 
0, 0, 2) following 6th rows. 54 (58, 
62, 66, 70) sts. 

Work 3 (9, 7, 1 1 , 9) rows, ending 
after 4 rows using C and finishing on 
a WS row. 

Break off yarn C and continue in st st 
using B only as follows:- 



Work 6 (0, 4, 0, 6) rows, finishing on a 
wrong side row. (Sleeve should measure 
approx 12 (15, 19, 23, 27) cm, 
Complete as given for sleeves of Long 
Sleeved Sweater with Bands of Stripes 
from start of raglan shaping. 

MAKING UP 

Join all raglan seams by top-sewing. 
Neckband 

Using B, only work as given for 
neckband of Long Sleeved Sweater 
with Bands of Stripes. 

Join side and sleeve seams by top- 
sewing. Make a button loop at one 
end of neckband and attach button at 
other end of neckband to fasten back 
neck opening.

MEASUREMENTS 

Bag 25 x 20cm after felting 
Flower 1 0cm after felting 

TENSION 

Before felting: 7.5 stitches and 9.5 
rows over stocking stitch using 1 5mm 
needles to 10 cm 



GETTING STARTED 

Note: please be aware the knitted 
pieces (before felting) will be much 
larger than the finished size. 

WORKING PATTERN 
BACK AND FLAP 

Using 1 5.00mm needles, cast on 20 
sts. 

Beg with a Knit row, work in st st 
throughout as follows:- 
Inc 1 st at each end of 2nd and foil 3 
rows, then on foil 2 alt rows. 32 sts. 
Work 1 5 rows, ending with a WS row. 
Dec 1 st at each end of next and 3 
foil 4th rows. 24 sts.** 

Work 3 rows, ending with a WS row. 
Place markers at both ends of last row. 



Shape flap 

Work 6 rows, ending with a WS row 
Dec 1 st at each end of next and foil 
6th row, then on foil 4th row, then on 
foil alt row, then on foil 3 rows, ending 
with a WS row 
Cast off rem 1 0 sts. 

FRONT 

Work as given for back to **. 

Work 2 rows, ending with an RS row 
Next Row: WS knit. 

Next Row: knit. 

Cast off knit wise. 

MAKING UP 

Sew back to front, matching cast- 
off edge of front to markers along 
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row-end edges of back. Hot machine 
wash completed bag at 60°, ensuring 
there are other items in the washing 
machine (such as a few old towels). 
Once washed, ease bag into shape 
and leave to dry naturally, folding flap 
section over to cover part of front 
section. Once dry, press if necessary. 
Attach stud fastener to fasten flap to 
front of bag. 

FLOWER 

Using 1 5.00mm needles and A, cast 
on 6 sts. 

Rows 1 to 3: knit. 

Row 4: RS si 1 , K3, lift 2nd, 3rd and 
4th sts on right needle over first st 
and off right needle, K2. 3 sts. 

Row 5: knit. 

Row 6: cast on 3 sts, knit to end. 6 
sts. 



Rep rows 1 to 6, 4 times more, then 
rows 1 to 5 again. 3 sts. 

Cast off. 

Keeping straight row-end edges 
level, sew last 3 cast-off sts to 
corresponding 3 cast-on sts. Run 
gathering thread around straight row- 
end edge and pull up tight. Fasten off 
securely. 

FLOWER CENTRE 

Using 1 5.00mm needles and B, cast 
on one st. 

Row 1: RS knit into front, back, front, 
back and front again of st on left 
needle. 5 sts. 

Row 2: purl. 

Row 3: knit. 

Row 4: purl. 

Row 5: K2tog, K1 , K2tog. 3 sts. 



Row 6: P3tog and fasten off, leaving a 
fairly long end. 

Using this end of yarn, run a gathering 
thread around outer edge of knitted 
section and pull up fairly tight. Fasten 
off securely. Sew flower centre to RS 
of flower as in photograph. 

MAKING UP 

Hot machine wash completed flower at 
60°, ensuring there are other items in 
the washing machine (such as a few 
old towels). Once washed and whilst 
still damp, gently ease flower into 
shape. Leave to dry naturally. Once dry 
stitch onto front of bag.

Slip 9 sts on right front holder onto 
4 1 /2mm needles and rejoin yarn with 
WS facing. 

Complete as given for left collar from

Join cast-off edges of collar sections

neatly sew remainder of collars in place. 
Join side seams. Join sleeve seams. 

Insert sleeves into armholes. Sew on 
buttons to correspond with buttonholes.

Using 4.50mm needles cast on 18 sts. 
Row 1 : RS - * K1 , PI , rep from * to end. 
Row 2: * PI , K1 , rep from * to end. 
These 2 rows form moss st. 

Cont in moss st until work measures 
6cm from beg, ending with a RS row. 
Dec Row: WS P2tog to end. 9 sts 
Next Row: Knit. 

Inc Row: P into front and back of each 
st, to end. 1 8 sts 

Patt Row 1: RS (K1 , PI) twice, K10, 
(PI , K1 ) twice. 

Patt Row 2: (K1 , PI ) twice, K1 , P8, 

K1 , (PI , K1 ) twice. 

These 2 rows form patt. 

Cont in patt until work (when slightly 
stretched) measures 52cm, from beg 
of patt, ending with a RS row. 

Dec Row: WS P2tog to end. 9 sts 
Next Row: Knit. 

Inc Row: P into front and back of each 
st, to end. 1 8 sts 

Next Row: * K1 , PI , rep from * to 
end. 

Next Row: * PI , K1 , rep from * to 
end. 

These 2 rows form moss st. 

Cont in moss st for 6cm ending with a 
WS row. 

Cast off in moss st. 

MAKING UP 

Fold moss st sections to front, to form 
bow, and join Headband at decrease 
rows. Wrap yarn around join to form 
centre of bow.

Using 3.75mm needles, cast on 47 
(47, 51, 55, 55, 59, 63) sts. 

Row 1: RS - K3, *P2, K2, rep from * 
to end. 

Row 2: P2, *K2, P2, rep from * to last 
st, K1 . 

These 2 rows form rib. 

Cont in rib for a further 1 4 rows, 0 
(inc, inc, dec, inc, 0, dec) 0 (2, 1 , 1 , 

2, 0, 1) sts evenly across last row and 
ending with a WS row. 47 (49, 52, 

54, 57, 59, 62) sts. 

Change to 4.50mm needles. 

Work in garter st for 2 rows, ending 
with a WS row. 

Now work in patt as follows:- 

Row 1 : RS - K1 , work next 1 4 sts as 
row 1 of patt panel A, K32 (34, 37, 
39, 42, 44, 47). 

Row 2: P5 (6, 8, 9, 1 1 , 1 2, 14), K5,

Cont in rib until collar measures 12 cm 
from pick-up row, ending with a WS 
row. 

Cast off in rib. 

BUTTON BAND 

Using 3.75mm needles, cast on 

1 3 sts. 

Row 1 : RS - K2, (PI , K1 ) 5 times, 

K1 . 

Row 2: K1 , (PI , K1 ) 6 times. 

These 2 rows form rib. 

Cont in rib until button band, when 
slightly stretched, fits up right front 
opening edge, from cast-on edge to a 
point 6 cm down from cast-off edge 
of collar, sewing in place as you go 
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along and ending with a WS row. 

Cast off in rib. 

Mark positions for 7 buttons along 
right front opening edge - first to 
come 3 cm up from cast-on edge, 
last to come 3 cm down from cast- 
off edge, and rem 5 buttons evenly 
spaced between. 

BUTTONHOLE BAND 

Using 3.75mm needles, cast on 1 3 sts. 
Work in rib as given for button band until 
this band, when slightly stretched, fits 
up left front opening edge, from cast- 
on edge to a point 6 cm down from 
cast-off edge of collar, sewing in place 
as you go along, ending with a WS row 
and with the addition of 7 buttonholes 
worked to correspond with positions 
marked for buttons as follows:- 
Buttonhole Row 

RS - K2, (PI , K1) twice, yfwd, K2tog, 
PI, K1, PI, K2. 

When band is complete, cast off in rib. 

POCKET BORDERS (BOTH ALIKE) 

With RS facing and using 3.75mm 
needles, pick up and knit 36 sts evenly 
along row-end edge of pocket opening. 
Row 1 : WS - knit. 

Starting with row 2, work in rib as 
given for collar for 6 rows, ending with 
a WS row. 

Cast off in rib. 

MAKING UP 

Join side seams. Join sleeve seams. 
Insert sleeves. Sew pocket linings in 
place on inside, then neatly sew down 
ends of pocket borders. Fold collar in 
half to inside and neatly sew in place. 
Sew on buttons. 

WAISTCOAT 

BACK, POCKET LININGS, LEFT and 
RIGHT FRONTS, COLLAR, BUTTON and 
BUTTONHOLE BANDS and POCKET 
BORDERS. 

Work as given for Cardigan. 

ARMHOLE BORDERS (BOTH ALIKE) 

With rs facing and using 3.75mm 
needles, pick up and knit 94 (98, 

102, 106, 114, 118, 122) sts evenly 
all round armhole edge. 

Row 1 (WS) - knit. 




Starting with row 1 , work in rib as 
given for back for 6 rows, ending with 
a WS row. 

Cast off in rib. 

TO MAKE UP 

Join side and armhole border seams. 
Sew pocket linings in lace on inside, 



then neatly sew down ends of pocket 
borders. Fold collar in half to inside and 
neatly sew in place. Sew on buttons.

KNITTING ON CIRCULAR NEEDLES 
& DOUBLE-POINTED NEEDLES 

When knitting beanie and wrist 
warmers on circ needle/double- 
pointed needles (DPNS) you have no 
seams to sew together at the end of 
work. 




Beanie wrist warmers and 
cable scarf 

To knit st st on a circ needle you only 
make knit sts (No Purl sts) as you 
always knit in the same direction, like 
a spiral. This makes knitting very even, 
easy and quick. The garments are 
ready to wear as soon all loose ends 
have been fastened! 

KNITTING BEANIE & WRIST 
WARMERS ON STRAIGHT NEEDLES 
INSTEAD OF CIRCULAR NEEDLES 

Beanie and wrist warmers can be 
knitted on straight needles if you 
prefer this. Just add 2 extra sts for 
seams. With yarn sew beanie and wrist 
warmers together in a backstitch. 

WORKING PATTERN 
FLOPPY BEANIE 

With Me cast on 1 00 sts with size 
4.00mm circ needle (40 cm). 

Close the loop to start knitting in the 
round, which means that beg and end 
of row is where first and last sts meet 
(and where piece of yarn left from 
casting on will be hanging down). 

Make sure that all sts are hanging 
down in the same direction, so edge is 
not twisted!! 

Work single rib 1 0 cm. 

Change to st st (Note: St.st is only 
Knit sts on circ needle). 

On first row incl in every other sts so 
there are 1 50 sts at end of row. 

Work 3 rows moss st grid pattern for 
beanie. 

Rep from* until beanie measures 32 
cm. 

Next Row: dec every other st, so you 
end up with 1 00 sts at end of row. 
Work 1 row. 

Next Row: decl in every st so there 
are 50 sts left on needle. 

MAKING UP 

With a big sewing needle thread a 
double piece of yarn through all the 
sts left on needle and tie together with 
a firm knot on the inside of beanie. 



WRIST WARMERS 

Note: You can work these wrist 
warmers either on DPNS the usual 
way or on a long circ needles in 
the Magic Loop way. It is for you to 
choose which you best prefer. 

DPNS cast on: 

With size 4.00mm straight needles 
cast on 40(48, 56)sts. 

Work 1 row double rib and then 
distribute sts evenly over three size 
4.00mm DPNS with 14(16, 18) sts on 
each needle. 

Close the loop to start knitting in the 
round, which means that beg and 
end of row is where first and last 
sts meet. 

Magic Loop cast on: 

Cast on 40(48, 56) sts on the size 
4.00mm (80cm) circ needle. 

Work one row double rib and then 
close the loop and knit in the round, 
following instructions on Magic Loop 
knitting on www.youtube.com. 



Make sure that all sts are hanging 
down in the same direction, so edge is 
not twisted. 

Work tight double rib. 

See that yarn is held tightly when 
knitting from one needle to the 
next, so tension on sts remain even 
throughout row. 

After 6 cm in the round work 10 rows 
back and forth to form opening for 
thumb. 

Go back working in the round. 

When work measures 34(36, 38)cm, 
cast off loosely so edge stays elastic. 
Knit one more wrist warmer. 

MAKING UP 

Fasten off all loose ends. Wrist 
warmers are ready.

With size 4.00mm needles and two 
strands of DK yarn cast on 1 9 sts.

Row 1 1: **Work 3 moss st, P2, put 
next 5 sts on CN in front of work, K4, 
K5 from CN, P2, 3 moss st. 

Row 1 2: work as row 2 

Row 1 3 to 28 ** work as Row 1 and 

2 eight times. 1 6 rows. 

Row 29 and 30: work as Row 1 1 
and 1 2 

Rep rows 13-29 from ** 1 3 times 
Work row 11-12 once more and rows 
1-2 five times. 10 rows 
Work 6 rows moss st 
Cast off.

With RSF, return to the 1 8 sts on 
holder, rejoin yarn and patt across 
these 1 8 sts, do not turn, patt across 
sts on hold for Left section. 

Patt for 32 rows (end with a WS row), 
break yarn at end. 

With RSF, return to Right Section sts, 
patt across 41 (44, 47, 50, 53, 56) 
sts, do not turn, slip next 1 8 sts to 
holder and leave at front of work, patt 
next 1 8 sts from Left section, turn, 
on these sts only, leaving rem sts on 
spare needle for Left section.

sts (taking inc’s into rib pattern). 

Cont straight until sleeve measures 46 
(47, 47, 47, 48, 48)cm from beg, 
end with a WS row. 

Shape Top 

Cast off 4 (5, 5, 6, 6, 7) sts beg next 
2 rows. 

Dec 1 st each end next 8 (8, 8, 9, 

10, 10) rows, then 1 st each end 
every RS row 1 0 (1 0, 1 2, 1 2, 1 2, 

1 2) times. 

Dec 1 st each end next 6 rows. Cast 
off 4 sts beg next 2 rows. 

Cast off rem 9 sts. 



MAKING UP 

Use mattress st to sew all seams. 

Tack cast-on edge of cable insert to 
WS of cast-on edge of front. Join 
shoulder seams. 

NECKBAND 

With RSF, slip the sts of left front neck 
edge to needle, join yarn and pick 
up and kl 2 sts down back neck, patt 
across the sts of centre back neck 
holder, pick up and kl 2 sts up back 
neck, patt across right front neck sts - 



98 (98, 102, 102, 106, 106) sts. 
Work in p2, k2 rib as on neck edges 
across all sts for 1 0cm. 

Cast off loosely in rib (use larger 
needle if required). 

Insert sleeve tops. Join side and 
sleeve seams.

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GLOSSARY 



BEGINNER'S TOOL KIT 



PINS 




Plastic-head 
pins are useful 
for checking 
tension and 



blocking out 
items. Pins with coloured heads are best 
because they do not get lost in your work. 



ROW COUNTER 

A row counter is helpful 
for keeping track of rows 
worked, particularly where 
increases, decreases or 
other kinds of patterning 
occur. 





KNITTING IN ELASTIC 

Elastic yarn prevents sagging in 
cuffs, collars and waists. You can 
work it in with knitting yarn on 
knitted or crocheted garments. 




KNITTING NEEDLES 

Knitting needles are made from plastic, 
aluminium or wood and come in varying 
lengths and widths. Straight needles 
come in pairs and doublepointed 
needles come in sets of four. 



KNITTING BAG 

A knitting bag is essential for those who like 
to knit ‘on the go’. Not only is it a practical 
way to keep all your knitting paraphenalia 
together, it also helps keep the yarn clean 
and tangle-free. 





TAPE MEASURE 

A basic tape measure is essential for checking your 
garment measurements. 



CIRCULAR KNITTING NEEDLES 

Circular needles have two working ends joined 
by a thin nylon wire. They are more balanced 
than straight needles and allow the weight of 
your work to rest in your lap. 



KNITTER’S NEEDLES 

Knitter’s needles need to have a large eye and 
a blunt point so they do not split stitches when 
sewing up your knitting. 




STITCH GAUGE 

A stitch gauge is a flat piece of metal or plastic with cut out in the centre. It allows you to mark and 

a ruler marked on one side and/or a window measure easily and accurately. 




STITCH HOLDER 

A stitch holder is used to secure stitches not in 
use. You can also use safety pins for holding a 
small number of stitches.

CASTING ON 

Casting on is creating a row of loops on a knitting 
needle to form the base row for your knitting. One of 
the most popular methods of casting on is the cable 
cast on. Form a slipknot about 25cm away from the 
end of the yarn. 

Place the slipknot on a knitting needle and pull gently 
to secure. Hold this needle in your left hand. Insert 
the right-hand needle through the slip knot. Pass 
the yarn over the point of the right-hand needle 
(see Diagram 1). 



Pull a loop through the slip knot with the right-hand 
needle (see Diagram 2). Place this loop on the left- 
hand needle and gently pull the yarn to secure the 
stitch. For the remaining cast-on stitches, insert the 
right-hand needle between the slip knot and the first 
stitch on the left-hand needle. Wind the yarn around 
the point of the right-hand needle. Draw a loop 
through and place this loop on the left-hand needle. 
Continue in this manner until you have cast on the 
desired number of stitches.

CASTING OFF 



KNITWISE 

Knit two stitches. Use the point of the 
left-hand needle to lift the first stitch on 
the right-hand needle over the second, 
and drop if off the needle. Knit the next 
stitch on the left-hand needle so that there 
are two stitches on the right-hand needle 
again, and repeat. Continue in this manner 
until all the stitches have been worked off the left-hand needle and only 
one stitch remains on the right-hand needle. Cut the yarn, leaving a tail 
and thread the yarn through the loop and pull it firmly to fasten off. 



PURLWISE 

Purl two stitches. Use the point of the 
left-hand needle to lift the first stitch 
on the right-hand needle over the 
second, and drop it off the needle. 

Purl the next stitch on the left-hand 
needle so that there are two stitches 
on the right-hand needle again, and 
repeat. Continue in this manner until all the stitches have been worked 
off the left-hand needle and only one stitch remains on the right-hand 
needle. Secure this last stitch as described in casting off knitwise. 
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SUBSTITUTING YARNS 



KNITTING TENSION 



If you substitute or spin a yarn for a 
project, you can compare the weight 
of the yarn to the project yarn by 
comparing wraps per inch. Wrap your 
yarn around a ruler for one inch and 
count the number of wraps. If you 
have more wraps per inch than the 
project yarn, your yarn is too thin; if 
you have fewer wraps per inch than 
the project yarn, your yarn is too 
thick. 




Checking your knitting tension, that 
is, the tightness or looseness of your 
knitting, is important. To check your 
tension, cast on 30 stitches using 
the recommended needle size. 

Work in the pattern until your work 
measures 10cm from the cast on 
edge then cast off. You now have a 
“swatch”. Measure your tension by 
placing a ruler over your swatch and 
counting the number of stitches 



across and rows down (including 
fractions of stitches and rows) in 
10cm. Repeat these measurements 
two to three times on a different 
parts of the swatch to check your 
measurements. If you have more 
stitches and rows than called for 
in the instructions, you should use 
larger needles; if you have fewer, use 
smaller needles. Check your tension 
again before starting your project. 



PROVISIONAL CAST ON (INVISIBLE CAST ON) 



Place a loose slipknot on the needle 
in your right hand. Hold the waste 
yarn next to the slipknot and around 
your left thumb. Hold your working 
yarn over your left index finger. 

*Bring the needle forward under the 
waste yarn, over the working yarn, 
grab a loop of working yarn (Diagram 



1), then bring the needle to the front, 
over both yarns, and grab a second 
loop (Diagram 2). Repeat from * 
until you have the desired number 
of stitches on your needle. When 
you’re ready to work in the opposite 
direction, pick out the waste yarn to 
expose the live stitches.

BACKSTITCH 

This is the stitch most commonly used for joining knitted garments. With 
the right sides of your work together, pin the knitted fabric together with 
the edges even. The seam should be sewn one full stitch from the end 
of the row. One stitch should be worked over every row. Thread the yarn 
needle. Insert the needle through both layers and sew two stitches to the 
left then one stitch back to the right. Keep stitches at an even distance. 
Continue working from right to left in this circular motion. (Diagram 1) 



TASSELS 

Cut yarn twice the length of your desired tassel plus a bit extra for the knot. 
According to the desired thickness of the tassel, select a number of lengths 
of yarn. Fold the lengths of yarn in half over a crochet hook. On the wrong 
side, insert the crochet hook from the front to the back through the edge of 
the work. Grab the yarn and pull through and tighten. Trim the ends to the 
same length. 



KNOTTED FRINGE 



After working a tassel, take one half 
of the strands from each tassel and 
knot them with half the strands 
from the neighbouring tassel. Trim. 
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CROCHET CHAIN 



Make a slip knot on your hook.

A dropped stitch can be picked up using a crochet hook and don't be put 
off by stitches that have unraveled several rows down into the work. To 
pick up knit stitches, insert the crochet hook into the dropped stitch, draw 
through the bar lying above the dropped stitch and pull it through the loop 
of the dropped stitch.
